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Snowden reporter denounces British 'intimidation' 


RIO DE JANEIRO (AFP) - 
An American reporter who 
published intelligence leaks 
by Edward Snowden accused 
Britain of "intimidation" 
Monday after his Brazilian 
partner was held for nine 
hours at Heathrow airport. 

"Now I will be more radi¬ 
cal in my reporting, ' Glenn 
Greenwald, a journalist with 
Britain's Guardian newspa¬ 
per, told reporters m Brazil, 
where he lives with Ins part¬ 
ner David Miranda 

"This was a clear attempt 
at intimidation " 

Greenwald was among the 
first reporters to publicize 
documents leaked by Snow¬ 
den -- a farmer IT contractor 
at the US National Security 
Agency -- which detailed 
vast secret spying programs. 

Miranda was held for nine 
hours and questioned by 
British authorities as he 
passed through Heathrow on 
Ins way back to Rio de 
Janeiro from atrip to Berlin. 

"There were six different 
agents, coming and going, 
talking to me. They asked me

questions about my whole 
life, about everything, and 
they took my computer, my 
games, my memory cards, 
everything, 0 Miranda said 
Greenwald, who has said 
he has more information 
about Western surveillance 
programs, vowed to tram his 
sights an London. 


"I have a lot of documents 
about England's espionage 
system. Now my focus is 
going to be on them also. I 
flunk they are going to regret 
what they did," he said, 
speaking in Portuguese. 

Police detained Miranda 
on the basis of a controversial 
British counter-terrorism law 


that allows authorities to hold 
a suspect for up to nine hours 
without showing probable 
cause 

The suspect must cooper¬ 
ate and answer questions or 
face criminal charges, and. a 
lawyer may or may not be

Brazilian Foreign Minister 


Antonio Patnota said Mi¬ 
randa's detention was "unjus¬ 
tifiable" and that he would 
raise the matter with his 
British counterpart.

Targeting a gradual 
reduction in wage related costs to their 2009 level 
can create savings of around 2 percent of GDP by 
2016. In order to make consolidation durable r this 
should be achieved through a combination of a 
permanent reduction in the number of 
government employees (which grew by 9 percent 
in 2012) and a review of the wage compensation 
policies in the public sector.

As Aruba's elections, winch 
take place every four years, 
approach at the end of Sep¬ 
tember, those who follow 
such important events can't 
help but make some comp ar¬ 
isons to last year's campaign 
results in the U.S. Will we 
have the same surprises as 
the Republican politicos, 
bom of their own purposeful 
dismissing af the facts? 
Aruba's electoral process is 
not nearly as long and drawn 
out, (Praise be!If) steeped in 
confusing political rhetoric, 
but island voters face some 
very serious issues tins year, 
chiefly, the state of the econ¬ 
omy 

The social issues of the 
last U S. elections that alien¬ 
ated large voting blocks are 
simply not on the island 
agenda One political party 
though is campaigning on the 
legalization of medical mari¬ 


juana and same-sex marriage 
The voters for whom these 
are important concerns an 
Aruba are a very tiny p ercent- 
age, and will certainly not 
sway an election, but they do 
provide talking points other 
than the economy 

A deb ate among the maj or 
candidates is being con¬ 
ducted this coming Thursday 
evening, August organ¬ 
ised by Aruba's Chamber of 
C a mm er ce, KvK, m c o 11 ab o - 
ration with the Aruba Trade 
& I ndu stry As s o ci ati o n„ 
ATI A It will take place in the 
b aliro om o f th e Westin Anib a 
Re s o rt m P aim B e ach. M o d- 
erator is Tele Aruba News An¬ 
chor Ruben Trapp enburg and 
the themes of the topics have 
been officially announced: 
General Economy, Social Se¬ 
curity, the National Health 
Insurance (AZV) and Public 
Finances, It is an effort from 


Aruba's principal commercial 
entities aimed at the interests 
of the business community, 
allowing the major parties to 
outline their solutions for 
Aruba's economic concerns. 
Organizers have confined it 
to the parties that now hold 
seats m parliament because of 
time constraints, and should 
not be construed as a political 
statement on the worthiness 
of the other parties. 

The casual island visitor 
may wander at the question; 
it is difficult to imagine that 
such a paradise as Aruba has 
any concerns. However, lay¬ 
ing around on the beach of a 
sumptuous resort is a vaca¬ 
tion p asts m e, an d p erm an ent 
residents are not Dn vacation. 
As a community they have 
the same social and economic 
concerns of nations around 
the world, perhaps not such 
extreme womes as some, but 


issues that must be dealt with, 
nonetheless. 

A report from the Interna¬ 
tional Monetary Fund (IMF) 
regarding Aruba's economic 
status was issued in April. An 
official statement of their 
conclusions came out on Au¬ 
gust 9, ironically, the same 
day tliat Ainba's political par¬ 
ties submitted their candidate 
lists, a time-honored tradi¬ 
tion, which is a day for rally¬ 
ing around the candidates and 
demonstrating party loyalty. 
Amid the celebrations, it did 
bring something of a storm 
cloud over the proceedings, 
and raised issues that all par¬ 
ties simply chose to ignore in 
their statements, other than 
pointing fingers at opposing 
parties 

The IMF clearly states that 
Aruba's national finances are 
in serious trouble, with public 
expenditure out-distancing its 
income. Anyone knows this 
is disastrous for a ho us eh old, 
business, and country; it is 
simple, basic balancing of the 
books, expenses versus in¬ 


come. 

So, what are a nation's ex¬ 
penses'? They are varied, par¬ 
ticularly m their degree of 
necessity, but most would put 
infrastructure, education, 
health care, security and so¬ 
cial development high an the 
list Also important is the en- 
c our a gem ent an d d e v el op - 
m ent of entrepreneurial 
enterprises which help an 
economy to grow T and in¬ 
crease the GDP We must ap¬ 
plaud the current 
administration for their atten¬ 
tion to these areas and their 
efforts to stimulate progress 
and improvement. Admit¬ 
tedly, not ail projects w T ere 
deserving of taxpayer's 
money, but that is to be ex¬ 
pected However, they w T ere 
very active and showed great 
vision in their programs to 
generally improve the quality 
of life "for all Arubans, no 
matter their economic or so¬ 
cial status The downside all 
tins greatly increased public 
spending 
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Tins is a sticking pom! of the 
IMF report: the increase in 
public spending and loans in¬ 
curred over the past four 
years, along with a huge in¬ 
flation of the annual public 
payroll for civic workers Ac¬ 
cording to the IMF Aruba's 
11 fiscal p osition worsened sig¬ 
nificantly in recent years. 
Preliminary data suggests 
that the overall fiscal balance 
recorded a deficit of SH? per¬ 
cent m 2012 Notwithstand¬ 
ing measures taken in the 
pension and health sectors 
and efforts to collect tax ar¬ 
rears, the deficit widened 
sharply from pie-crisis years 
due to the tax rate cut and in¬ 
creased current expenditure " 
Island administrators have 
cited a plan far recovery, of 
which the IMF approves; 
however, a key part, of that 
plan is the re-opening of the 
refinery in San Nicolas To b e 
honest, how realistic is this 
factor? Talking to those who 
have studied the oil industry 
an cl the ca nditi o n a f tin s anti - 
quated facility we have been 
informed that there is little 
chance of any informed oil 
company wishing to invest 
the money to make it viable 
once more. Not only is the 
expense prohibitory, but 
Aruba is no longer a oppor¬ 
tunist! c la cation to the indus¬ 
try as it was when the 
refinery was built. The costs 
to renovate the facility to the 
level d£ current technologies 
required, is equal or greater 
than building a new refinery 
in a much more strategic lo¬ 
cation Presently, the port is 
being used as a transshipment 
stati on b y Vai ero. I si an d pun¬ 
dits consider that building an 
economic plan on the refin¬ 
ery being fully deployed 


again, is a fantasy that holds 
the island back from fully de¬ 
veloping that area with other 
profitable and useful enter¬ 
prises. 

Two factors are crucial tD 
Aruba again attaining eco¬ 
nomic stability cutting costs 
and increasing revenue. The 
IMF has recommended rais¬ 
ing the retirement age that al¬ 
lows citizens to qualify for 
Social Security benefits, 
rather than cut the amount of 
the benefits We again ap¬ 
plaud the current administra¬ 
tion for not being hypocritical 
regarding this issue. Civic 
workers on Aruba enjoyed a 
lower retirement age (55) and 
a much higher benefit p snsion 
over the general working pub¬ 
lic. Prior to raising tins age to 
60, equal to that allowing or¬ 
dinary workers to begin re¬ 
ceiving standard benefits, 
members of parliament first 
imposed this new age limit on 
themselves, before establish¬ 
ing it for all avic workers 
T'nis set the example, paving 
the way far the acceptance of 
this higher retirement age 

However, the government 
has been advised strenuously 
by Holland and the IMF to 
cut the civic payroll This is 
always a hitter pill to swal¬ 
low, and if cut by the p ercent¬ 
ages recommended, they 
claim it will slaw down the 
general economy and con¬ 
sumer spending. Somewhere 
along the way, public expen¬ 
diture will have to be cut...we 
just have to wonder if the var¬ 
ious parties, when they issue 
their economic plans, will he 
willing to be truthful about 
where it will be trimmed 
Presently, there are some 
proj ects m process that Arab a 
could certainly do without. 


but have, unfortunately,, 
bound the government to a fi¬ 
nancial commitment that will 
likely have monetary penal¬ 
ties that da not allow us to 
cancel the projects This is a 
serious dilemma 

The other aspect of bal¬ 
ancing the budget that few 
wish to face is the only time- 
tested method of refilling 
public coffers speedily in¬ 
creasing current or establish¬ 
ing new taxes. The IMF has 
recommended a Value Added 
Tax, or VAT, of at least 1 5% 
Considering the hue and cry 
over the establishment of a 
3% cumulative tax (EBO) on 
goads established by the pre¬ 
vious administration in 2007, 
we cant imagine anyone 
would welcome this new tax 
The hard truth is there will, 
most definitely, be something 
coming along these lines, 
once the dust of the current 
election has settled We must 
wonder if during the debate, 
any of the candidates will 
admit they have such tax in¬ 
creases integrated into their 
economic recovery plan? 

We tend tD doubt it There 
is a famous (notorious?) mo¬ 
ment. m the electoral cam¬ 
paign of the first Bush 
president, the father, when he 
said "Read my lips, no new 
taxes," Within six months of 
election, his administration 
proposed new taxes Is it any 
wonder that those of us with 
goad memories look askance 
at election promises? 

A well known island econ¬ 
omist with a PhD from Hol¬ 
land feels the IMF report is 
rep e ating mu ch o f what 1 1 has 
said m 2003, 3007, 2010, and 
it is rather contradictory. 
However, much of that is 
based on what it has been told 


by various island sources and 
financial institutions, same af 
which disagree on the state or 
our economics and the fiscal 
obligation, particularly the 
lmp act o f PPP arrangements. 
There are differing opinions 
as to whether these are actu¬ 
ally private or public debt. 
When closely examined, one 
has to suspect it will be the 
taxpayers who will be sad¬ 
dled with paying back the in¬ 
vestment. on some of these 
projects. Also, some feel the 
statements of the IMF report 
are being "twisted for the 
purpose of the political cir¬ 
cus" that is always taking 
place dunng election time. a 
universal occurrence, no mat¬ 
ter where the country or what 
their system However, our 
observations are based purely 
an what we read in the report, 
and are not b ased on any p ar¬ 
ticular bias Aruban voters 


have some bal'd truths to face 
about what will happen after 
elections. Even though na¬ 
tions throughout the world are 
facing these same issues, on a 
small island such as Arab a, 
where we manufacture little 
and have no natural resources 
as exports to fall back on, 
these are important questions. 

The current administration 
has revealed an inspiring vi¬ 
sion for Aruba's future. "The 
real question is where are we 
going as an island nation to¬ 
wards Aruba 2020!?' 1 asks 
our economist, as a positive 
and definitive path for the is¬ 
land's future is required, ’with 
continued growth, socially 
and economically How will 
we get there without under¬ 
mining our fiscal 
standing., are voters prepared 
to face the truthful answers' 7 
Will we get them?

FORT MEADE (AFP) - US 
military prosecutors de¬ 
manded Monday that Private 
Bradley Manning spend at 
least 60 years in jail for hand¬ 
ing a vast trove of secret files 
to anti-secrecy site Wik¬ 
iLeaks. 

Captain Joe Morrow urged 
trial judge Colonel Denise 
Lind to impose a tough sen¬ 
tence to ’'send a message to 
any soldier contemplating 
stealing classified informa¬ 
tion. " 

Tne 25 -year-old former 
army intelligence analyst has 
been convicted on a raft of 
espionage and theft charges 
that could see him jailed for 


more than a century. 

But Lind is conducting a 
sentencing at Fort Meade, a 
military base just outside 
Washington, to decide how 
long the young man, who has 
apologized, should serve 

Morrow dismissed the de¬ 
fense argument that Manning 
was a naive and troubled sol¬ 
dier who believed he was 
doing good by exposing what 
he saw as abuses in America's 
conduct of the wars m Iraq 
and Afghanistan. 

Instead, the prosecutor 
branded the leaks "destruc¬ 
tive" and said Manning was a 
"determined insider who ex¬ 
ploited an imperfect system." 


Obama meets Bernanke, 
financial regulators 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
President Barack Obama on 
Monday met Federal Reserve 
Chairman Ben Bernanke and 
other top regulators to press 
for urgent and full implemen¬ 
tation of a sweeping finance 
reform law. 

Obama, mulling the 
choice of a replacement for 
Bernanke who is expected to 
retire early next year, held the 
rare closed door meeting at 
the White House. 

Officials said that Obama 
commended the regulators 


for their work so far on im¬ 
plementing the reforms, 
known as the Dodd-Frank 
law and consumer protec¬ 
tions. 

But a White House state¬ 
ment said he also "stressed 
the need to expeditiously fin¬ 
ish implementing the critical 
remaining portions of Wall 
Street reform to ensure we 
are able to prevent the type of 
financial harm that, led to the 
Great Recession from ever 
happening again

Indian train kills 37 pilgrims, 
sparks riot 

PATNA (AFP) - An express train ploughed into a crowd of 
Hindu pilgrims m eastern India Monday, killing 37 and trigger¬ 
ing a not that left one of the drivers dead and carnages ablaze, 
officials said. 

The pilgrims were crossing the tracks at a station in the state of 
Bihar when the high-speed passenger tram struck them, a senior 
police officer said. 

"The death toll is now 37," S.K Bharadwaj, an additional di¬ 
rector general of police, told AFP. Nine women and four chil¬ 
dren were among the dead. 

"Dozens of people have been injured. We do not have exact fig¬ 
ures of those injured because they were taken away to various 
hospitals," he said. 

Angry crowds went on the rampage, attacking the Rajya Ram 
Express which stopped after the accident They attacked its driv¬ 
ers, killing one and seriously injuring another, Bharadwaj said. 
The crowd also set carriages on file and ransacked the station 
in die small town of Dhamara Ghat, 24 £ kilometres (154 miles) 
from the state capital Patna, local railway chief Arun Malik told 
AFP 

Prime Minister Mamnohan Singh "expressed deep sorrow and 
shock at the loss of lives" aid appealed for calm, a statement 
h orn Ins offi oe said 

A senior railways official sad it appeared the pilgrims were un¬ 
aware of the oncoming trail on the middle of the station's three 
tracks. 

"Two trails were already stationary on other tracks aid the 
Rajya Ram Express was given permission to pass," Arunendra

New York cops make 'largest 
gun bust' in city's history 



NEW YORK - 19 people were 
arrested and 254 guns recov¬ 
ered in what Mayor 
Bloomberg and Police Com¬ 
missioner Ray Kelly are call¬ 
ing the largest gun seizure in 
New York City history. 

The weapons seized in the 
investigation include a fully 
automatic machine gun and 
handguns 

Among the indicted gun 


runners were two men who 
regularly smuggled guns in 
their luggage on discounted 
Chinatown-bound buses. 

New York City Police Com¬ 
missioner Ray Kelly com¬ 
mended the e fro its of the law 
enforcement for upholding the 
number one priority: to keep 
New Yorkers safe. 

The gun-sales case began a 
year ago when an unrelated 


narcotics investigation uncov¬ 
ered evidence that, aspiring 
Brooklyn rapper Matthew 
Best 26, was selling weapons 
out of his makeshift Ocean 
Hill recording studio. 

The investigation into Best 
led law enforcement to focus 
on Brooklyn gun broker, Adeji 
Omole, 31 Omole was buying 
guns from two men running 
unrelated hut strikingly similar 
operations from the Carolmas, 
officials said. 

An undercover cop investi¬ 
gating the case snapped up 
every gun the two runners of¬ 
fered during the investigation 
to prevent them from hitting 
tiie streets, officials said 

NYPD Commissioner Ray¬ 
mond Kelly heaped praise on 
the unnamed undercover de¬ 
tective, who did not appear at 
the news conference in order 
to protect his identity and on¬ 
going work. 



BAGHDAD (AFP) - More than 20,000 Syrians have crossed into Iraq in recent days, one 
of the biggest such movements since the country 's conflict began, tiie UN's refugee 
agency said. Seeking refuge from brutal fighting between Kurdish forces and jihadists 
and a collapsing economy in their homeland, an estimated 5,000 Syrians entered Iraq's 
autonomous Kurdistan region just on Monday, spurring the UNHCR to mobilise vast 
amounts of aid in a bid to provide water and shelter.

TanasiD, 41„ was rushed to 
Monash Medical Centre in 
Melbourne last week after a 
major heart attack, with one of 
her mam arteries fully blocked 
She went into cardiac arrest 
and was declared clinically 
dead soon after arrival 
Doctors refused to give up 
and used a compression device 
called a Lucas 2 - tire only one 
of its land in Australia -- to 
keep blood flowing to her 
brain while cardiologist Wally 
Ahmar opened an aiteiy to un¬ 
block it. 

Once unblocked, Tanasio's 
heart was shacked back into a 
normal rhythm. 

"(I used) multiple shacks, 
multiple medications just to re¬ 
suscitate her,' Ahmar said. 


"Indeed tins is a miracle. I 
did not expect her to be so 
well." 

Tanasm said she had no his¬ 
tory of heart conditions and 
was grateful to be alive. 

"I remember being on my 
couch, then the floor, then ar¬ 
riving at hospital, and then two 
days go missing," Tanasio said 

"I was dead for nearly an 
hour and only a week later I 
feel great It's surreal." 

Hie Lucas device physically 
compresses the chest, like dur¬ 
ing : ardi opuirn onary resus cita¬ 
tion (CFft), allowing doctors to 
work uon-stop to put a stent 
into a blocked artery. 

It is the first a time a patient 
has successfully used the de¬ 
vice, winch was donated to the 
medical centre, for such a 
length offline m Australia, the 
hospital said, 

Clinical death is a medical 
term for when someone stops 
breathing and their blood stops 
circulating. 


Giant 23-kilo tumor removed from woman's 


abdomen in Bulgaria 


SOFIA (AFP) - Bulgarian 
surgeons removed a giant tu¬ 
mour that weighed 23 kilo¬ 
grammes (50.7pounds) from 
a woman's abdomen dh Man- 
day, likening the cunous case 
to something out of an old 
medical textbook. 

The 6 7-year-old patient 


was hospitalised with com¬ 
plications and high tempera¬ 
ture after a flu. But doctors 
from the university obstetrics 
and gynaecology hospital rn 
Sofia discovered that a giant 
mass was squeezing a num¬ 
ber of vital organs 

"We removed a 23-kilo tu¬ 


mour, which is the size of a 
seven- or eight-year-old 
child," surgeon Eozhidar 
Slavchev said in a hospital 
statement 

"I have not seen such a 
bad case of neglected health 
in my entire long-time ca¬ 
reer," he added. 

The woman told the doc¬ 
tors she had known about the 
tumour for some 20 years 
now but was afraid to un¬ 
dergo surgery. 

"We have seen similar cu¬ 
rious cases described m med¬ 
icine textbooks from the 
beginning of the previous 
century, and it is worrying 
that today there are still pa¬ 
tients who have not had pro¬ 
phylactic examinations for 20 
years," another surgeon, Ste¬ 
fan Konstantinov, said. 

The woman lost one third 
of her total weight after the 
operation

Ecuador president 
hints at referendum 
on newspapers 

QUITO (AFP) - Ecuador 
President Rafael Correa 
Monday proposed holding 
a referendum to eliminate 
print newspapers, as an 
environmental measure. 

The president made the 
suggestion after drawing 
criticism for giving a 
green light to oil explo¬ 
ration in an unspoilt Am a¬ 
zon nature reserve. 

"Well, if we have a pop¬ 
ular referendum, we pro¬ 
pose digital-only 

newspapers to save paper 
and avoid so many trees 
being cut," Correa said on 
his Twitter account. 

Diego Cornejo, director 
of the Ecuadoran Associ¬ 
ation of Newspaper Edi¬ 
tors, said it was too soon 
to say if Correa was seri¬ 
ous. 

Correa has often been 
at war in the courts and 
elsewhere with the coun¬ 
try's independent, private¬ 
ly owned newspapers.

The main London contract, 
Brent crude for October deliv¬ 
ery, lost SO cents to $109 90 
after earlier reaching $111 a 
barrel. 


Continuing strikes that have 
hampered Libyan oil produc¬ 
tion and shipping operations 
for weeks kept a floor on 
prices however, analysts sad. 

“Crude oil prices continue to 
draw support from unrest in 
Egypt and strikes at .Libyan ex¬ 
port terminals that have in¬ 
creased concern over supplies, 
adding a geopolitical risk pre¬ 
mium to prices," said Timothy 
Evans at Citi Futures. 

“There is still some concern 
about supplies p as sang through 
the Suez Canal and Sumed 
Pipeline" amid the violence in 
Egypt and despite a weaker 
tone on markets, said 
Desmond Chua, a market ana¬ 
lyst at traders CMC Markets. 

The canal carries about 2.5 
million barrels daily, or 2.7 
percent of global supply.

tionalize the country's oil in¬ 
dustry in 193 S 
Cardenas, a three-time 
presidential candidate, said 
the left was in a "battle 
against the official, submis¬ 
sive and neo-liberal threat of 
illegal constitutional reforms 
with the clear objective of re¬ 
moving the Mexican stats 



from control and manage¬ 
ment of its ail wealtli." 

Last week, Pena Nieto un¬ 
veiled a reform bill that 
would modify the constitu¬ 
tion to allow Pern ex to part¬ 
ner with private energy 
companies in oil and gas ex¬ 
ploration and production. 

Pena Mi eta insisted hr s pro¬ 
posal was b ased on the laws 
of Lazaro Cardenas and that 
the state would retain owner¬ 
ship over its resources while 
Pemex would remain a gov¬ 
ernment company. 

The president’s re fa mi 
aims at tapping foreign oil 
comp any capital and teehno 1 - 
ogy to revive oil and gas pro¬ 
duction, which has sagged 
under Pemex in recent years.

BRASILIA (AFP) - Brazilian 
President Dilma Rousseff on 
Monday hailed the passage of 
a law that re selves the nation's 
oil royalties for education and 
heal tli care as an “historic vic¬ 
tory " 

Demand for greater govern¬ 
ment spending on schools; 
public health and transporta¬ 
tion were at the heart of mas¬ 
sive street protests that shook 
Brazil in June. 

In the first concrete re¬ 
sponse to the protests. Con¬ 
gress passed a law that 
reserves 75 percent of oil roy¬ 
alties for education and 25 per¬ 
cent for health care 

About $300 million from 
the oil royalties is expected tD 
flow into next year's budget for 


education and health as a result 
of the new law 
Rousseff said, royalties from 
the first of a series of new off¬ 
shore oil fields, which are to 
be opened forbidding starting, 
in October, could yield 1150- 
30D billion in royalties over 
the next 35 years

HONG KONG (AFP) - A rare 
round blue diamond will go 
under the hammer m Hang 
Kang in October, with auc¬ 
tioneers hoping the sale will 
fetch a re card-breaking $19 
million despite fears over 
the slowing Chinese econ¬ 
omy. 

Auction house Sotheby's 
expect the 7.59-carat fancy 
vivid blue diamond, which is 
about the size of a shirt but¬ 
ton, to set a new record for 
price-per-carat. 

Quek Chin Yeow, Sotheby 
Asia's deputy chairman, said 
Hong Kong was the natural 
venue to sell the gem, known 
as "The Premier Blue", with 
collectors expected to fly in 
from ah over tire world 

“While there is a slowdown 
(in Chinese economy), the 
number of top-level collectors 
are still there," he told AFP 

“We have been selling very 
well in Hang Kong." 


Hong Kong has become a 
centre for jewellery auctions 
thanks to growing wealth in 
China and other parts of the re¬ 
gion. as well as tire region's in¬ 
creasing taste for art. 

But there are fears for the 
future of the Chinese econ¬ 
omy, the world's second 
largest, where growth fell to 
7.3 percent in 2012 - its slow¬ 
est pace m 13 years.

Jordan to launch 'first phase” 
of Dead Sea canal 
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AMMAN (AFP) - Jordan sad 
on Monday it plans to build 
parts of a project linking the 
Red Sea to the shrinking Dead 
Sea that would supply the 
parched country with desali¬ 
nated water. 

Prime Minister Abdullah 
Nsur said the $93D-million 
project is designed to provide 
Jordan with 100 million cubic 
metres (3.5 billion cubic feet) 
of water a year 

Under tire plan, Jordan will 
draw water from the Gulf of 
Aqaba at the northern end of 
the Red Sea to tire nearby 
Pi shell Height, where a desali¬ 
nation plant is to be built to 
tr eat water. 

"The desalinated water will 
go south to Aqaba, while salt 
water will be pumped to the 
Dead Sea," Nsur said. 

The Dead Sea, the world's 
lowest and saltiest body of

water, is on course to dry out 
by 2050. 

The degradation of the 
Dead Sea started in the 1960 s 
when Israel, Jordan and Syria 
b egan to divert water from die 
Jordan River, tire Dead Sea's 
main supplier. 

Ho we ver. en viro nmentali sts 
fear that an influx of seawater 
could undermine the Dead 
Sea's fragile ecosystem. 

"We are thinking of selling 
desalinated water to Israel and 
buying water from Lake 
Tiberias (Sea of Galilee)," said 
Nsur. 

Tire prune minister said Jor¬ 
dan wanted wat er to supp ly it s 
northern regions, while Israel 
also needs water in the south. 

Officials say tire 50D,000 
Syrian refugees chat Jordan is 
hosting are stretching its mea¬ 
gre water resources. 

Tire majority of refugees 


are living m tire north, parties 
ularly the Zaatan camp, home 
to about 130,000 Syrians 
"A cubic meter of desali- 
n at e d water wo ul d c d st I sra el 
one dinar ($1.4), while buy¬ 
ing water from Tiberias will 
be cheaper for reasons related 
to transportation, costing us 
one-third of a dinar per cubic 
metre. It's a good deal," he 
added 

The water ministry says 
Jordan, where 92 percent of 
the land is desert, will need 
1.6 billion cubic metres of 
water a year to meet its re¬ 
quirements by 2015, while 
the population of 6.3 million 
is growing by almost 3.5 p er- 
cent a year. 

Jordan had initially agreed 
in principle to build, along 
with its Palestinian and Israeli 
neighbours, an $11-billion 
pipeline from the Red Sea to 
refill the rapidly shrinking 
Dead Sea and provide drink¬ 
ing water. 

“We had no other option. 
We will revive tire idea of sav¬ 
ing die Dead Sea, while at the 
same time having drinking 
water. And we do not need to 
reach an agreement with Is¬ 
rael.'“ 

Jordan singed a peace treaty 
with Israel in 1994 

in July, Jordan inaugurated 
a nearly one-billion-dollar 
project to supply the capital 
with 100 million cubic metres 
of water from the 3DO,000- 
year-old Disi aquifer in the 
south to help meet a chrome 
shortage.

India has been suspended 
from the Olympic movement 
by tiie International Olympic 
Committee (IOC) since De¬ 
cember last year for electing 
corruption-tainted officials to 
its I Deal association 

The country's young sports

The indictment comes on 
what would have been Ms 
Steenkamp’s 30th birthday, 
aft er being delayed by two 
months ta give the state addi- 
ti on al tun e to finish its inv esti - 
gatioii 

On Monday prosecutors an¬ 
nounced that they were now 
prepared to make the case that 


Pistorius ‘did unlawfully and 
intentionally kill a person" - 
Steenkamp - on the morning 
af Feb, 14, and will call 107 
witnesses to support the 
charge, according to South 
Africa's Mail and Guardian 
newspaper 

Indeed, neither die prosecu¬ 
tion nor Fistanus himself deny 
that he shat and killed 
Steenkamp through a locked 
bathroom da or m his luxury 
Preton a home earlier tins year.
